pNddent of the United States, In perfonn

•ft the O^ptfol i(k the dty d Washington oo 
the seventh da^ ot Angttst next, at 12 
o'clock noao, to the end that the people 
vmf 1m Mliiived through legisl«tton front 
p r ee mt Mid impending danger and di 
tress.

The president .had left direction for 
tbe^Mtwnce of the proclamation before 
his departon for uray Oables. The 
determination to call tne extra session 
tke first week in August iiietead of the 
first week in September, it is under 
stood, was only definitely arrived at at 
yesterday's camnet sesHion after gi^iuK 
fall weight to the ntinierous telegrams 
received from all parts of the country, 
urging this course. 

Another consideration which oansed 
the president to ohdnfft hianUnd' was 
foreshadowed in tl*' mnark m«de ^y 
one of his ciibinet officers two ca^fs ago 
that if the president received reason- 
able asBuranueH that theiv-sna a likeli- 
hood of a prompt repeal of the so-called 
Shermaa nlver purcnase law he might 
be disposed to call congress together 
earlier tMn he had announced. 

It is inferred from the fact that the 

S resident has done so that be considers 
e has obtained the assurance he de- 
sired. 

Most of the cabinet have followed the 
president's example and left the oitv, or 
are leaving the city for brief vacations. 
Those who remaia lay the prMident's 

S reclamation bespeaks for its^f, and 
ecline to discuss the situation further, 
There seems every reason to believe 
that all the speculations as to the time 
of the meeting of congress indulged in 
prior to 1 p. in. vesterday were gues.s 
work pure and simple. Some of theiu, 
as it turns out now, were very Itfcky 
guesses, and others were equallv un 
fortunate. It is almost exclusively es 
tablished that the calling of an Augiist 
session was nul t ven determined upon 
until after midday vesterday, and con 
sequently could not nave been commu 
nicated to any person in confidence or 
otherwise davs in advance. 

The plain facts appear to be that the 
disttirbancea of values arising from the 
uncertainties of the situation grew so 
alarming that Mr. Cleveland at last 
was compelled to acknowledge that the 
"unexpected contingencies necessitating; 
an earlier mseting of congress," which 
he spoke of in his celebrated interview 
of June 5, has arrived. The action of 
the British government in India hu« 
brought matters to a crisis. Previous 
to tliat btartlinj? event Mr. Cleveland 
bmi inanit'ested a firm determiuation to 
adhere to bis plan of calling ooogress 
together in September. 

Aftor the suspension of silver coinage 
in India, the president resolutely de- 
clined to speak further about his inten- 
tions nntii he should be prepared to 
act. and each of his cabinet ofBcers 
maintained similar silence. It may be 
stated, however, without violation of 
confidence, that from the day when the 
announcement of the action of India 
WHS iiituio the president t<K)k stejw to 
keep himself forewarned throu;;)i the 
press dispatches of the sliglitest ap- 
proach to a panic in the money market, 
prepared at unv moment to take the 
course which he haii now a<lo^ted, if it 
seemed to him that his so doing would 
in any way tend to allay aburm and re- 
store public confidence. 

Wlieu he found telegrams on his 
table not only from the eastern and 
middle states, Viut also from the south, 
and even from 8t)me of the silver states 
in the northwest urging that congress 
be called together at the earliejtt day 
possible to end the uncertainty, he de- 
terraineil to delay no longer. But even 
in taking this action the president 
took steps an far as he could to prevent 
its being known l>efore the stin-k ex- 
change closed, so ai4 to avoid any ap- 
pearance of exercising Undue inflnnoe 
on the stock market. 

ThB effect of the announcement upon 
senators and representatives in this city 
waa ver:bni*Bked. 
Senatclr Voorhees, chairman of the 



pveeldent'B action when informed by a 
iTnited Press representative. He was 
not snrprised. "That being the case." 
said the senator, 'it iml> not be long 
until we are again at work. InasmnMi 
as congress has to deal with this sub- 
ject of finance it i« weU tha^ we get 
about It, and the soonto» thi» better. I 
do not know that congres s can or will 
bring relief to the country, but it is our 
dnty to make the effort and there is no 
wisdom in delav. The condition of the 
country, certainly, to my mind, de- 
mands very prompt and decisive action, 
especiallv in view of the fact that 
erejryboay seems to be depending upon 
ee nl peas for a solution to our financial 
troubles. I think the president has 
acted wisely, and I have no donbt that 
as sqon as congress gets to work it will 
repeal the Sherman act. 

"I voted against the bill when it 
came up on a yea and nay vote, when it 
I>asBed, and told the silver men wno 
supported it that it was not the legislsr 
tion they needed for silver, and that 
they would live to regret the day they 
supiwrted it. That day has come. I, 
for one, shall vote for its repeal. It 
must not be understood, however, that 
I abate a single jot or title of my ad- 
herence to the coinage apd the nse of 
silver as money, under proper regula- 
tions for its parity with gola." 

Senator Harris, president pro tem of 
the senate, could not be seen personally, 
but from one to whom he bad spoken 
relative to the calling of an extra ses- 
sion, it ib learned that he expressed the 
belief that the sooner it was done the 
Ix'tter it would be for tlie whole coun- 
try. 

Representative Dockery of Missouri 
declined to discuss the probable action 
of congress when it came to do with 
the money question. "I can express no 
view upon the subject," said he, "for 
the reason that I have not talked with 
enough members to kn0W whether the 
SheniiHii l.iw can be repealed or not. 
Unless 1 know what a canvass would 
show, it would be foolish for me to 
make s prediction. So far as the action 
of the president is concerned, I think 
it is imminent and proper under the 
oiroumstanoee." 

"It is a good thing," said Mr. Bynnm 
of Indiana, "and I believe it will result 
in the repeal of the Sherman law, at the 
door of which much if not all the pres- 
ent financial trouble can be laid. The 
earlier congress repeals the Sherman 
act the better it will be for all. I be- 
lieve it can be repealed, and fail to see 
any great difficulty in wiping from the 
statute books a law which everybody 
condemns and nobody favors. Indiana 
is for repeal." 

"I voted against the Sherman act be- 
fore and will vote for its repeat now," 
said Mr. Brown of Indiana. "The 
Sherman act, it ia claimed, was passed 
to prevent the enacttnent of a free coin- 
age bill. It would be nearer the truth 
to say that it itm BMMd jo Ifsep Mr. 
Harrison fkom tnSttm % ma ooinage 
bill and appearing before the country 
as an opponent at rilw. " 

HYDWAUUC • MINING. 

Om WajrjDriteUevInK th« I'resent Finan 
clnl 8trliig«iicy. 

San Francisco, July 1.— The re 
sumption of hydraulic mining as 
means of relieving the financial strin 
gencyingold as noted in the United 
Press despatches a few days ago has re- 
ceived the unqualified endorsement of 
Thomas Brown, cashier of the Bank of 
California, and admittedly the best 
local authroity on finauciul matters. 

Mr. Brown 'says when the work of 
the hydraulic mines was stopped 1 
years ago, the mines produced about 
$10,000,000 annually. The yield now 
might be le-^sened lomewhait. OWing to 
restraining dams. 

He says one-third of the gold yield of 
the United States is produceil in ( 'iili 
fornia, and adds that it is to be hoped 
that every encouragement po.'^sibie 
within reu'-onalih! limitations, will \k 
given to hydraulic mining, so as t 
materially increase the gold produc.t. 
benefit the iuhubitunts of this state au^, i 
nation.

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FRAUDULENT PENSIONS. 

A Number of Names Have Been Uro|>|ii'>l 
From the RoU^. 

Washinqton, July 1.— They are 
aft^r the fraudulent pensioners. A list 
comprising the names of a numlier of 
penKifinerp recommended )iy Coiiiniis- 
sioner Locliren to be droppe<l from the 
pension rolls lias been handed to Secre- 
tary iloke Smith anil he hM appfoved 
the reconuiieiiilatiotii 

It has Ix'en found ni^m investigation 
by the i>en«ion bureau that the jwrsons 
named in the list are not entitl d to 
draw pensions. Among them nfe th" 
names of 11 men now drawing pensions, 
while the records of the war depart- 
ment show roiiclusively tiiHt they were 
desertiTH from the army and are still 
I'eM i ters at lai>,'e. One pensioner, it 
has been discovered, was never in ilie 
military servii e at all, but has been 
drawing his iK'iision with regularity 
and dispatch just the same. 

A numlier are droi)iH'd from the roll-; 
for not having served nine days, as the 
law reiiuires. Others are. droppeil be- 
cause the disability for which they are 
drawing; j»'nsions is the result of their 
own vii lous .habits. Several uom.-n 
who dr''\v iieiisions as soMiers' widows 
are dropjieil iMcause they have n iiiar- 
ried. and oye woman will cease to draw 
a pension briaiisi> siie is living in 
"ojien and notorious adultery." 

'ihe work of e>:ainiiiing the rolls witli 
a vi-w to the detection of fraud will be 
proii^riite.l with vigor, and at the same 
time . iirrent is-ue< will Is- carefnlly 
siTutint/ed v.itli the sanii' object. Sec- 
rclrtiy Sniilh and (.'oiniais^ioncr Locli- 
ren. whilu prosecuting tiiis work, re- 
new their assurances previously given 
that juxt as mucii care will be • xerci.-.ed 
to secure jieiisions for those wlro are en- 
titl il to tneia under the law as will bci 
used to prevent fraud.

THE LAKE TRADE PARALYZED. 



Freiiclit Ciirrlrni Are Tulkiiii; Serloiiiiiy ol 
T}lus L'p Ihelr lloaU— Not Siiioe tho 
Panto of tho aovontloo Has Thoro Booa 

at|eh a OullnoM and OoprcMlon. 

Clcveland. July 1.— Not since the 

panic era of the 'To'.s has tlie liike trade 
experienced sticli a S( ason as the pres- 
ent. The approach of mid-.uminer. in- 
stead of being marked by the usual 
activity, has been heralded by an un- 
precedented dullness and depression. 
From all sections of the Lake Superior 
iron regions comes reports of siiut- 
downs and thousands of miners and 
orehandlers out of work, while lake 
freight carriers are talking seriously of 
tying up their boats. 

Three of the largest mines in Mar- 
quette range will close down today, nnd 
one of them will have the pumps and 
other machinery removed and will be 
abandoned. The chainpion has been 
one of the best projwties in the dis- 
trii t ill its dafa Prior to I^Tm more 
than a half million tons of ore had been 
taken from it and its total output has 
been 2,7(i4,Oot) tons. No longer ago than 
last year 109,000 tons were mined in it 
and lu 1890 it produced 2'2;J,0OO tons. It 
has not been operated to any e.vtent 
since last fall, and a mine that has 
made fortunes in its day and been one 
of th.' richest properties of the district, 
will be allov ed to till with water. 

The Cleveland aiid Republic mines 
and Clifl shaft ol the Cleveland, which 
are also to shut down, huve been famous 
OS large producers. But one mine ou 
the Marquette range has exceeded them 
in total product. The Cleveland has 
produced in all 5,027.000 tons, two- 
thirds of which has been since 187H. 
Last year the output was 810^00 tons, 
and in 18iK) it was 881,000. The Cliflt s 
shaft belongs to the same company, but 
was not opened until iw7and has never 
Ijeen so prmlnctive, its total output 
having lieen a trifle under ."lOO.OOO tons. 

This, however, places it among the 
first 18 mines in its district, where 
about 00 properties are listed in all. 
The preaiaent of the company owning 
these two mines, which together have 
produced one-seventh of all the ore 
mined in the old and rich lilarquette 
range, says the shutdown will con- 
tinue as long as the present prices for 
ore rule, because the company is un- 
able in the present state of the market 
to sell its ore at cost price. He is also 
of the opii^n that the present season 
will not see more than oue-half as much 
ore come down the lakes as the maguLti- 
cent total of 9.000,000 tons last year. 

The Republic mine, which has also 
ordered a shutdown for 60 days, is an> 
other of the famous Marquette prop- 
erties. Last year it mine<l 1(17,000 tons 
of ore and 861,000 in 1890. Its total 
output has been about 4,000,000 tons, 
over five-sixths of which has been in the 
last IS years. Like the Cleveland, it ia 
unable to find a market for its ore, and 
will cease producing until a change for 
the better occurs. 

The mines emnloy a very large force 
of men and nincti snfi^ering is likely to 
occur among them. The Oeveland- 
Cliffs had a force of 1,100 employes and 
the Republic nearly as many. Whole 
towns in the district depend upon these 
mines for the supiiort of their inhabit- 
ants. In the past 80 days :!.()00 men 
have been thrown oi\t of employment 
in tlie Marquette ran^e alone, and prob- 
ably 1,000 to l,S0O more will be added 
in the next two weeks. 

PiTTSBCBO. July 1.— A)l the iron mills 
where the employes are members of the 
Amalgamated asoociation closed down 
at micmight as the manufacturers and 
the Amalgamated committee failed to 
reach an agreement on the iron wage 
scale.

at the home of Mr. Jacob Marsh and 
asked for a drink ,of water. He was 
hanfjed a tin-cup and told to help him- 
self al a l i.stern. He drank four pints be- 
fore be aeemed satiafled. In responae to 
a guNtion he taid he was not feeling 
well. 

He did not seem inclined to talk very 
much, and leaving he walked down to 
the track of the C. and O. about three 
hundred yarda away, and then tnmed 
hii steps towards this dty. 

Late in the afternoon he was seen 
in ai.fenoe corner a few hundred yards 
from Mr. Biaisb'a residence. A neigh- 
bor, Mr. Andrew Byron, who passed 
near noticed some blood on the man's 
clothes. Mr. Byron and W. C. Marsh 
went to the man, and found him resting 
with a handkerchief over his face and 
his coat over his shoulders. Tliere was 
sorao blood on the handkerchief, and in 
response to a question as to what was 
the matter, he naid his nose had been 
bleeding. They tolii him he oujjht to be 
seeking some shelter for the night, and 
siigge.sted that he come on to Muyrfville. 
He rej)lied that he would, and they then 
left him. 

This morning he was notiet'(l lying un- 
der 11 tree on the opposite side of the 
fence from where he was left last even- 
ing. \V. C. Marsh and a neighbor went 
to him and the discovery was then made 
that the unfortunate man h9d made a des- 
perate attempt at suicide. His throat 
was cut almost from ear to ear, the wound 
being a terrible one. His shirt was cov- 
ered with blood. He called for a drink, 
but when it was brought he was unable 
to swallow much of the water, as it passed 
out of the cut in his throat. 

In response to questions he said his 
home was at Newport. He had been out 
of work for six weeks and he had con- 
cluded to end his life. He used a razor 
in making the attempt, and said he had 
thrown the weapon out in the field.
